City Will 
Get New 
Fire Truck 


The City Council cleared the way 
Monday night for Albany to buy 
a new fire engine with the authori- 
zation for Fire Chief Fred. Pimental 
to enter into negotiations with the 
Pp. E. Van Pelt Co. of Oakland, for 
the purchase of a new piece of 
equipment to replace the useless old 
vehicle bought in 1915 for the de- 
partment. 

Pimental estimated the cost of 
the truck at approximately $14,000 
and said it would be bought on a 
long term contract. Delivery date 
of the engine is indefinite. The new 
type rig is capable of pumping 1000 
gallons of water per minute and 
carries a total length ef 2800 feet 
of hose. 

The obsolete Seagrave 
purchased in 1915 is out of use and 
a second engine is in the shops for 
repair, Pimental said he doubted 
if parts to replace the pitted crank- 
shaft could be obtained. This leaves 
two engines in operation in the de- 
partment. 

The council’s approval of the ac- 
tion came after a motion by Coun- 
cilman Bert E. Hill. Vote for au- 
thorization was unanimous.
